Staggers Brooklyn 

Alone, neither hydrochloric

Stunts Help To 
Sell Perfumes 


A hundred miles off Cape 
Lookout, N.C,, last month, a 
freighter ran into an oil slick 
that ‘smelled like perfume, and 
duly reported the phenomenon 
to all, the ships at sea. Happiest 
recipient of the news, on shore: 
Charles N. Granville, puckish, 
53-year-old president of Angel- 
ique and Co., Inc., who last 
month poured $25,000 worth of 
$18-an-ounce “Red Satin” into 
the ocean ut Miami, Fla., fondly 
expecting the Gulf Stream to 
carry it to England. Granville’s 
scent cast upon the waters 
brought back, unsurprisingly, 
some .sweet, swift returns: Self- 
ridge’s, one of London's largest 
department stores, promptly or- 


dered its first shipment of Red . 


Satin. 

Such sell-the-smell showman- 
ship has helped put Angelique 
among the top ten in the $90 
million U.S. perfume industry, 
and this year seems sure to boost 
sales over the $1.3 million rec- 
ord the company set in 1957. 
For Granville, whose, sinus 
trouble makes it all but impos- 
sible for him actually to savor 
his own products, it is simply 
more evidence that success and 
fun go hand in hand. 

A onetime busines consultant, 
Granville wearied of the New 
York grind in 1946, tore up his 
commuter’s ticket, and joined 
forces with another exurbanite 
named N. Lee Swartout to set 
up Angelique on the village 
square in Wilton, Conn. The pair 
kicked in $4,000 apiece, picked 
up their first scent (Black Satin) 
from a perfume chemist. One of 
Granville’s first moves was to 
install.a fireman's pole between 
the first and second floor of the 
plant, simply, as Granville ex- 
plains; “because JI like’ fire 
poles.” Personnel relations have 
since taken on the aspect of a

The resulting publicity sent An- 
gelique’s sales rising like wind- 
borne vapors (so much so, that 
Swartout was able_to retire at 
4] five years ago). 

When visiting perfume buyers 
are scheduled to drop in to look 
over the line, Granville sets up 
a miniature betting room on the 
plant floor, complete with bet 
board and employees in green 
eyeshades. Granville escorts the 
buyers through the factory, hap- 
pily pointing out his profitable 
“bookmaking” sideline. 

“Some buyers have frozen up 
and stamped away,” recalls 
Granville. “But most of them 
get a laugh out of the gag. Some 
even step up their orders.”

The art of calling wild crea- 
tures is almost as old as hunt- 
ing itself, but it has developed 
greatly through the years. 

Beckoning to high-flying ducks 
and geese with a call has been 
popular sport through countless 
generations. Crow hunting long 
has been spiced with the flavor 
of enticing the wary black crit- 
ters within gunshot range 
through use of a call. What 
would moose hunting be with- 
out the time-honored _ bark- 
bugle? 

Even calling predators is noth- 
ing new. Martin Burnham of 


Marble Falls, Texas, was suc- 


cessfully Calling foxes and 
wolves more than fifty years ago, 


sucking wind through compress- ~ 


ed lips to imitate the high-pitch- 
ed squeal of a crippled rabbit. 

Today animal callers are 
Jearning new things about the 
sport. Murry Burnham, one of 
the famous Burnham brothers, 
claims just about any wild ani- 
mal can be called if its habits are 
studied thoroughly. | 

Different animals react in dif- 


ferent ways to various calls. . 


Some are lured with the promise 
ef an easy meal; others imagine 
they are courting, a female. At 
times it seems that some animals 
come looking more out of curi- 
osity than anything else. 

The basic call for predators is 
the dying rabbit cry. It will at- 
tract any meat-hungry predator, 
from hawks and owls to foxes 
and coyotes. In Mexico last year 
the Burnham brothers, Murry 
and Winston, - actually got a 
mountain lion te answer a call. 

Imitating the cluck of a love- 
sick turkey hen to attract super- 
sly gobblers is a cherished game 
of chance in Southern states 
where the wild turkey hunting 
comes during the spring mating 
season.

Marie Antoinette’s classic po- 
litical faux pas, “Let them ‘eat 
cake,” isn’t such a bad idea 
after all. 

In fact, it seems to sum up 
a policy Northwest wheat grow~- 
ers are successfully pursuing to 
expand their Far Eastern mar- 
ket. Growers in Oregon and 
Washington have been working 
for some time to persuade Ja- 
pan and India to augment i 
not supplant their rice-eating 
habits with a big helping of 
bread, macaroni, cakes and pies.

Now they are intensifying 
their efforts to expand these 
markets through closer regional 
cooperation. And the drive to 
substitute wheat for rice in the 
diet of their trans-Pacific neigh-

‘the Northwest’s output, as com- 


pared to 34 per cent for the 
rest of the nation. As far back 
as 1949, Oregon State Wheat 
Commission sent a team on aA 
fast boat to the Far East to 
study ways to expand this mar- 
ket.

The first step in this direction 
was to increase consumption cf 
wheat foods in rice-cating areas 
in Asia. 

The Oregon commission and 
the Millers’ National Federation 
teamed up on a project at the 
Women’s Christian College at 
Madras, India, in 1952 to teach 
the nutritional values of wheat 
foods to people who had stradi- 
tionally eaten rice instead of 
cake, In fact, they had eaten 90 
little else than rice, they were 
said to be affected by malnutri- 
tion. 

With_the aid of funds supplied 
by the’ Millers’ Federation and 
the State of Oregon, the Direc- 
tor of Agriculture in, the State 
of Madras succeeded in having 
wheat accepted as a _ supple- 
mental food to rice.

Strange Harvest 
Of Black Beetles 


Deep in the dark forests of 
Baden, Germany, intently solemn 
bands of men, boys, and women 
gathered in circles around the 
towering fir trees. At the base 
of the trees, they spread cotton 
sheets. Then they carefully 
stroked the trunks and branches 
with long-handled, soft brushes. 
Down on the sheets tumbled a 
strange harvest:. Small, shiny, 
black’ beetles called Lagicobius 
erichsonii. Only a few weeks 
after they were caught, 20,000 
of the Baden beetles, shipped by 
air in screened boxes, were re- 
leased in the woods north of 


Bangor, Maine. . 


To the participants in the 
strange rites at .Baden. last 
spring each of the beetles was 
woth 10 cents. To the U.S. For- 


est Service which was® footing - 


the bill, the insects seemed 
worth every penny. If they do 
their job well, the Forest Serv- 
ice explained recently, they 
mey save the United States more 
than a billion dollars, the value 
of the nation’s fir stands which 
are now threatened by some 
woolly little aphids no bigger 
than a sharpened pencil. point. 
A hungry colony of the aphids, 
sucking on a fir tree's resinous 
sap, can kill it in two years, One 
of the few ways to stop this 
costly destruction is the Baden 
beetle, as voracious a feeder on 
aphids as the aphids are feeders 
on trees. . 


What the Forest Service hopes 


‘to do is to restore the balance 


of nature—for the woolly bal- 
sam aphid is not a native Amer- 
ican. Accidentally brought to this 
continent from Europe at the 
turn of the century, it was quick-

Canadian forestry experts get 
the credit for finding a weapon 
against the aphids. Told by Eu- 
ropean entomologists a few 
years ago that the aphids are 
harmless at home because other 
insects keep them in check, the 
Canadian Forest Biology Division 
started importing various preda- 
tors for experimental study. 
Only insects. which dine solely 
on. aphids—and so cannot be- 
come pests themselves — were 
considered. 


The Baden beetles are one of 
the most recent Canadian dis- 
coveries, and look especially 
‘good to the U.S. Forest Service 
because of the ease with which 
they can be collected, shipped, 
and released. ‘All you have to 
do,” explained Dr. W. YV. Bene- 
dict, the service’s top entomolog- 
ist, “is put a hundred or so of 
the adults in a box, fasten it to a 
tree in the springtime, let the 
beetles craw] out, and hope they 
find the environment suitable. 


“In this big test with 20,000 
beetles ir. Maine, we hope to find 
out just how effective they are 
against the aphids. If they are 
successful, we'll try larger colon- 
ies in the Western States. 


“So far, the beetles have cost 
us only $6,000—mostly, to pay 
for collecting the insects in Eu- 
rope,” Dr. Benedict added. “And 
remember, this kind of aphid 
control is self-perpetuating. Once 
the predators are established, 
we will have no further’ costs.” 

Canadian forestry experts, 
-who started it all, are cautious 
but equally optimistic, “I can’t 
say that we've succeeded in era- 
dicating the woolly aphid)” Dr, 
Malcolm L. Prebble, director of 
the Canadian Forest Biology Di- 
vision, summed up’ last month, 
“but their populations have de- 
finitely been reduced. We feel 
the program of importing’ insect 
predators offers our best hope of 
someday eliminating the woolly 
aphid from our forests.”—-From 
NEWSWEEK. 


Just Who Said 
Radio Is Dead? 


Question: What do television 
viewers do in the summer? 
Answer: They listen to the radio. 

This surprising bit of intellig- 
ence comes from Sindlinger and 
Co., business analysts, whose 
surveys show that last month for 
the first time in two years more 
people listened to the radio than 
looked at TV. Sindlinger attri- 
butes the shift to increased use 
of car radios (30 per cent of the 
total) and portables (12.5 per 
cent — seasonal factors that 
should preserve radio’s lead well 
into August. In addition, said 
Sindlinger, the industry had run 
out of the pre-1948 movies that 
supported TV through last sum- 
mer’s doldrums. politely unmen- 
tioned was television’s usual 
summertime programming pros- 
tration: There just wasn’t much 
worth looking at.

About Crabgrass 
And Other Pests 


Late summer ond early au- 
tumn lawn care begins with get- 
ting rid of crabjzrass and other 
lawn weeds, In the case of crab- 
grass, which deposits thousands 
of seeds for next year per plant, 
the seeds need to be destroyed, 
also. One plant has been knowm 
to produce 250,000 seeds. 


Spraying, with selective weed 
killers is therefore the first step. 
For the ordinary lawn - weeds 
one weed killer will usually 
clear the lawn. But for crab- 
grass a special crabgrass killer 
is best. 

Some firms even offer differ- 
ent crabgrass sprays for differ- 
ent seasons of the year, the late- 
summer one quite strong and 
the early spring one focused om 
killing last fall’s seeds. Follow 
the directions on the container 
of whichever one is used. 


Feeding is the next important 
step. Autumn feeding will give 
the grass plants a chance te 
grow strong before the winter 
sets in. Soak the lawn food. io 
well, 


Where dead weeds have been 
raked off you may* have bare 
spots. These should be spaded or 
scratched up, the soil prepared 
as for a new lawn, and reseeded. 
Lightly tamp the seed into the 


soil, the water often enough te. 


keep the soil moist for the young 
seedlings. 

Daily watering on these places 
or on new lawns will be needed 
for three or four-weeks after 
seeding, unless rains take care 
of it. After that, water as. need- 
ed to keep the lawn from drying 
out. 

Seeding of the entire lawn in 

among established grasses is alse 
good practice in late summer 
and early fall. It can be dons 
sparingly, for each seed has 8 
better chance of germinating 
than in the spring. With the 
feeding and the cool nights and 
prevalent moisture the new grasa 
plants coming up will thicken 
the turf and make a good root 
base for next year. 
Keep on mowing the estab- 
lished lawn, and at not more 
than 1% inches in height. This 
is so the young grass coming up 
will not be smothered by tall 
grass or by heavy clippings.

The Rev. Kurt von Hertzner,

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A Real Genius 
of Perfection 


Josef Haydn (1782-1809) was 
a genius of perfection in music. 
He exemplified the spirit of the 
eighteenth century in the charm, 
orderliness, and simple poetry 
that were the virtues of the age. 

His own life was serene ‘and 
unperturbed by. tragedy. He had 
a difficult childhood in the lit- 
tle town of Rohrau. in lower 
Austria where he was born, but 
soon he was sent to Vienna, 
where he ‘applied himself to 
earnest study under favorable 
circumstances. Still as a young 
man, he was fortunate in se- 
curing a position as music di- 
rector to Prince Esterhazy in 
Eisenstadt. There he composed 
some of his greatest symphon- 
ies, string quartets, and also a 
series of pieces for the bary- 
ton, a now obsolete bass viol, a 
instrument favored by 
Prince Esterhazy, who played on 
it himself. 


Haydn is popularly known as 
the Father of the Symphony. 
Cautious musicologists are un- 
willing to support this designa- 
tion, for it is seldom possible to 
establish a priority on any mu- 
sical form, and there were sym- 
phonies written before Haydn. 
But there is no doubt that 
Haydn gave the firm outline to 
the classical symphony in sev- 
eral movéments that became the 
model for araistppagiat of a later 
day. 


In chamber music, Haydn's 
historical role is great. He cre- 
ated the string quartet, which 
has the same formal] consisten- 
cy as a symphony. Haydn's 
string quartets show an amaz- 
ing development of counterpoint; 
like his symphonies, they be- 
came the models emulated by 
his successors. 


Haydn was so prolific that he 
himself could. not remember 
how many symphonies he wrote 
and the catalogue that he com- 
piled is very- incomplete. As a 
result, musicologists until this 
day cannot agree on the authen- 
ticity of numerous works at- 
tributed to Haydam One ‘of the 
items recently taken off the 
Haydn list is the celebrated “Toy 
Symphony,” the score of which 
includes a trumpet, a drum, a 
wristle, a triangle, a quail, and 
a cuckoo. It now seems certain 
that the work was written by 
Mozart's father, possibly in cof- 
laboration with Haydn's brother, 
Michael. 

Mastery and supreme profes- 
sionalism combined in Haydn 


with gentle humor. When Prince 
Esterhazy made up his mind to 
disband his private orchestra, 
Haydn accepted the princely de-

As automobile models for 
1960 roll into.the showrooms 
there is going to be an en- 
tirely news focus of interest. 
The breathilessQuestion will not 
be which* company can adver- 
tise the highest-horsepower gas- 
burner, the flashiest, fishtails or 
the most chrome. Curiosity in- 
stead will center on the new 
small ¢ars which are being en- 
tered in competition by motor- 
dom’s Big Three. we 
For once the mammoths of 
the industry will not be lead- 
ing; they will be following 
where two independents and 
some twoscore foreign manu- 
facturers have shown a waiting 
market to be. They will be ack- 
owledging that after all a sig- 
iticant segment of American 
motorcar. buyers are interested 
in economy and functionalism; 
that many purchasers want 
transportation, not metal plum- 
age to outstrut their neighbors. 
Business Week magazine 
counts this change of trend as 
one of. five major turning points 
in the half-century of the auto- 
mobile industry. It quotes one 
researcher's estimate that po- 
tential compact car buyers con- 
stitute about one-fourth of the 
1960 market in the United 
States. 

A study by U.S. News & 
World Report brings out the 
points that typical buyers of 
economy cars already on the 
American market average some- 
what higher income than buyets

Shrugs Jockey Bob 
Ussery (rhymes with fuss-ery) 
“If I ride in the Kentucky Der- 
by, I want a real shot at win- 
ning. Otherwise, I'd rather ride 
six mocnts at Belmont.” 

This frankly quantitative ap- 
roach to riding is paying off 
handsomely this season’ for Rob- 
ert Nelson (“Okie”) Ussery, 23, 
who has risen from a dust-eater 
generally back in the pack of 
national. rankings, as tabulated 
by the fact-finding Morning Tel- 
agraph, until he stands second 
only to the great Willie Shoe- 
maker in booting honte winners 
(224 v. 221) and total purses 
($1,863,049 v. $1,128,474). It mat- 
ters little to Ussery that he has 
had to ride 143 more races than 
Shoemaker’ to get his total, or 
that he has never won a major 
stakes event. He is often willing 
to resort.to lackluster hayburn- 
ers to fill out an afternoon’s 
work: “Those stiffs will win now 
and then.” 

Bob Ussery learned to ride 
back home in Vian, Okla., a lit- 
tle farming town (green beans, 
cotton, corn) near the Arkansas 
border. His father was a clerk 
in the general store, had five 
children, a pump and an out- 
house; his grandfather had a 
big black mare named Kate. 
When he was seven and weigh- 
ed just 55 lbs., Ussery was clat- 
tering across the Oklahoma flat- 
land, perched like a raisin on the 
bare back of Kate,.and celebrat- 
ing a win over other mounted 
kids by riding straight into a 
water hole, Kate and al® 

Bob Ussery early learned the 


*value of a buck. Says he: “I al- 


ways wanted to hoe cotton— 
those guys got $3 a day. But I 
wasn't big enough.” So Ussery 
turned instead to picking spin- 
ach (10¢ for every 20 lbs.). By 
seventh grade, he knew where 
easier money lay: “I couldn't 
ride and go to school too. I quit 
school.” 

. Sprinting quarter horses over 
dirt tracks around the South- 
west, Ussery learned to get a 
horse away-fast at the start. By 


16 he was ready for the thor- - 


oughbreds, drove his first mount 
to victory in the 1951 Thanks- 
giving Handicap in New Orleans. 
Within months Ussery was a 


* big-time jockey, with a reputa- 


tion as a slasher who bulled his 
way through the field like a full- 
back. Ussery used the whip so 
much that some jockeys hated 
to mount the horse he had rid- 
den because the anima! tended 
to- sulk. Not. until last year, 
when he was set down for 30 
days. for whacking Eddie Arc- 
aro’s horse across the nose at 
Jamaica, did he finally realize 
that there is more to racing than 
muscle. Ussery still whips hard 
(cracks one jockey: “They run 
for Shoemaker because they 
like to; they run for Ussery be- 
cause they have to”), but he now 
uses his head as well. Says ven- 
erable Trainer Jim Fitzsimmons: 
“The boy picks his holes right, 
and he doesn’t get himself jJam- 
med up:in the pockets. He'll be 
a great one if he doesn’t get 
oversatisfied.” 

Ussery has salted away $100,- 
000 in blue chip stocks, has 
earned more than $100,000 . this 
year At Saratoga last month, 
Ussery hunted for a winner s0 
zealously that he rode in ten out 
of 14 races before finally cross- 
ing the finish line in front. Sums 
up.Arearo: “He’r a hungry kid.”

Zechatiah 7:8-12; 8:4-8; 12-13 


Memory Selection: How heau- 
tiful upon the mountains are the 
feet of him that bringeth good 
tidings, that publicheth peace. 
Isatah 52:7. 


Someone said, “The only lés-— 


gon we learn from history is that 
we don’t learn from history.” 
Well, it's ah old. story. People 
turn away frem God despite His 
loving entreaties, They get into 
serious trouble.

Prepare all the vegetables as 
listed. Precook the caulifiower in 
a small amount of unsalted boil- 
ing water for 5 minutes. Then 
drain, Combine the remaining in- 
gredients. Cover and heat to boil- 
ing. Add all the vegetables. Re- 
turn to boil and continue boil- 
ing gently for 2 minutes. Quick-

‘The Day The Earth Stood Still 


And They Saw The Stars Dance’ 


EDITOR’S NOTE: For those 


‘who helped to liberate Paris 


from the Nazis, Aug. 25, 1944, 
will always be “the day the 
earth stood still .... and they 
saw the stars dance,” say Rich- 
ard Hollander, writer of the fol- 
lowing 15th anniversary reminis- 
cence. Hollander entered Paris 
by jeep on the morning of Lib- 
eration Day with a team of psy- 
chological warfare specialists, of 
which he was one. He is manag- 
ing editor of the Washington 
Daily News.

Washington — (NEA) — Late 
summer in France is lovely in- 
deed. And on this day of Paris’ 
liberation 15 years ago it seemed 
even lovelier than usual. 


There was a hush on the coun- 
tryside as the jeeps sped over the 
cobblestones to awaken Paris 
from a past that was dead, to 
begin a future from scratch. 


This countryside hadn’t been 
churned by artillery. Except for 
the pitted paving and the wreck- 
ed belfries where German snipers 
had lingered you might have 
ra there hadn't been a war 
at all. 


The poplars in parallel rows 
curved toward Paris. The nearer 
you came, the more excited the 
people. — , 

In Rambouillet, southwest of 
the city, the excitement mount- 
ed. Tanks rumbled, Gen. de 
Gaulle waited in the chateau to 
make his triumphant entry, 
grumbling, people said, because 
Gen LeClere would get there 
ahead of him, - : 


At the outer gates of Paris the 


people put on what was left of — 


holiday attire. 


The champagne and the cog- 
nac and the kisses, all the tangi- 
ble gratitude intended for mil- 
lions of fighting men, was pour-' 
ed out for the handful of Brit- 
ish and Americans fortunate 
enough to be in on this greatest 
day in the long*history of Paris. 


Suddenly, the speeding jeeps . 


veered into the Boulevard Ras- 
pail. All was ominously quiet. 


Behind those blank facades 
there were still snipers and the 
whine of the bullets echoed 
around your ears, 


The jeeps. vent faster and then 
they were swinging in front of 
the Chamber of Deputies and 
heading across the Seine Bridge 
that leads into the Place de la 
Concorde. — 


The bridge is called the Pont 
de la Concorde, and jit was there 
that an American captain from 
Cambridge, Mass., hauled his 
jeep to a stop and began bang- 
ing away happily with his car- 
bine at the Hotel Crillon across 
the Place where a few Germans 
were holding out. 


It wasn’t until later that the 
captain remembered that it was 
at another Concord ®ridge that 
an ancestor had helped fire the 
shot heard ‘round the world: 
Even after 15 years, it’s still 
probably a good-dining-out anec- 
dote. 


That night the boulevards, 
packed from wall to wall with 
all of the people of Paris, ex- 
ploded with singing of The Star 
Spangled Banner and God Save 
the King and the Marseillaise 
and Madelon and Tipperary. 

Near the Madeleine, a Gl 
stopped in a doorway to light a 
elgarette. In the flare of the 
match he saw a middle-aged 
couple approach. The man tip- 
ped his hat and said, uncertain- 
ly: 


“You are an American?” 

The GI nodded. 

“Then,” said the Frenchman, 
“will you please kiss my wife?” 

The mood lasted through the 
next day. 

There was a parade and de 
Gaulle went to Notre Dame to 


give thanks. In the narrow road- 
way of the Rue di’ Rivoli be- 
tween the shops and the gardens 
of Louis XIV, the snipers be 
again. But the people joked 
they rolled in the gutters to hide, 
The firing continued, even inte 
Notre Dame itself, like a half- 
remembered, unbelieveable 
movie. : 


In fact, after 15 years, that’s 
what the whole long civie up- 
heaval seems like to those who 
were there. 

On Saturday night, the dream 
came to an end, German bomb- 
ers ranged low over the city and 
dusted it for hours. Paris had 
been an open city, had no anti- 
aircraft defenses. We hadn't 
brought any. 

To the people, the little hand- 
ful of token liberators suddenly 
seemed just as insufficient as 
they really were. By Sunday 
morning, the chastened Parisians 


eyed the liberators with hostility. . 


Why were they so few? Was this 
the end or only the beginning of 
more trouble? 

In their minds, the people af 
Paris had somehow linked their 
own liberation with the end of 
the war. It ~hadn't occurred te 
them in their first flights of um 


* bounded joy that there might be 


another long winter of war, far 
to the north and east. Not to 
mention the island hopping and 
jungle rot and Kamekazis half 
way across the world. 

Sometime during that Satur- 
day night the world had b2gun 
to move again. 

From there on, it moved too 
fast for most people, After all, 
who in this generation was born 
to digest the implications and 
the actuality of nuclear weapons 
of two world wars that didn’l. 
seem to solve anything at all?

*Prayer Helped 


An inspiring story of a teen- 
ager’s faith and courage came out 
of the Grand Canyon the other 
day when a rescue helicopter 
bore 15-year-old John M. Owens 
of Savannah, Ga., back to civili- 
zation, His returm climaxed a 
six-day fight for survival after 
two companions, one an adult, 
perished. in the treacherous can- 
yon's wilds. 

In describing his ordeal after 
they lost their way, John recall- 
ed that when he found himself 
on the river side that had no 
vegetation, he knew he must re- 
cross to find food although he 
had nearly drowned in the rapids 
a short time previously. “DP chick- 
ened,” he remembered, “and then 
I said, ‘Owens, you ain't a man 
unless you do it.’” 

Leap- 
ing back in, he swam out to the 
sandbar upon which he was sub- 
sequently spotted by air search- 
ers, but he doesn’t take all the 
credit for saving himself, 
along I prayed every minute of 
every day,” he said. “I never 
prayed so much in my life... 1 
prayed, that’s what helped me.” 

Obviously, as a park ranger 
put it, young Owens “is a man 
now,” even if he is only 15. It is 
obvious that John’s ordeal taught 
him one of life’s most valuable 
lessons; that is, no matter how 
hard a man fights, he must have 
help from a power beyond him- 
self. — Los Angeles Times,

but for his historical. novels, 
which nobody reads now at all, 
Doyle died in 1930, but Holmes 
lives persistently on. In edition 
after edition, and virtually 
every printed language, and ia 
many native dialects, the thin, 
hawk + nosed, pipe - smoking 
sleuth wages his battles with 
Professor Moriarty, and three 
generations of his admirers have 
learned to live with the insuf- 
omniscence, consum- 
mately expressed in the line, 
“Elementar¥, my dear Watson!”

So Prince Charles, 10-year-old 
heir to the British throne, is hav- 
ing special, French lessons for 
part of his) summer vacation in 
Scotland! * 


His French tutor, Lieutenant 
Jean Lajeunesse, a French Cana- 
dian Army officer, has just 
traveled to’ Balmoral from Lon- 
don, after making the. journey 
here from Canada. 


With memories of my own and” 
my children’s resistance to vaca- 
tion homework I phoned Buck- 
ingham Palace to hear how 
Prince’ Charles had reacted to 


‘the idea. H's one of the pleasant 


aspects of relations with the 
royal family these days that a 
reporter can phone Whitehall 
432 and have an. intimate cht 
with one of the press secretaries. 


Not so very long ago palace 
relations with the press were 
very formal, The reporter was 
sometimes even given, the feel- 
ing of being an upstart prod- 
nose. Today things are very dif- 
ferent. The lady at the other 
end of the phone gave the im- 
pression she really wanted to 
talk about Prince Charles and 
his French. 


Incidentally it’s rather strange 
to find in the London telephone 
directory that Buckingham Pa- 
lace is listed in the smallest 
print, while 
makes it far easier to spot the 
Buckingham Hotel and A. F, 
Buckingham Lt., makers of bed- 
ding in Bermondsey. But then 
Sir Winston Churchill is also 
listed in the smallest possible 
type. Presumably it’s because 
neither Sir Winston nor the 
royal family are in business. 


The press secretary at the Pa- 
lace assured me that Prince 
Charles’ summer vacation § isn’t 
going to be spoiled by French 
lessons. 
is at Balmoral not just to teach 
French but also to tell stories 
and information about Canada, 
Prince Charles and Princess 
Anne are bubbling over with 
questions about the great domin- 
ion which their mother and fa- 
ther have recently visited. 


Queen Elfmabeth I foresaw 
this when she was in Canada. 
She asked whether it would be 
possible for a French-speaking 
officer from the Royal Vingt- 
Deuxiéme Regiment, of which 
she is Colonel-in-Chief, to stay 
at Balmoral this summer to act 
as French tutor. The suggestion 
was readily accepted and Lieut- 
enant Lajeunesse, 27-year old 
graduate of Montreal University, 
was chosen. 

Prince Charles has already 
made a good start in French at 
his prep school at Cheam, in 
Berkshire. And during the 
Christmas vacation at Sandring- 
ham in 1958 “French days” were 
introduced When the Prince and 
Princess spoke and were ad- 
dressed only in French.

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the Queen Mother, are fluent 
French speakers. Princess Philip, 
father of Prince Charles, is pro- 
ficient. So one way and another 
it looks. as if Prince Charles 
should escape that silly Anglo- 
Saxon self-consciousness about 
speaking French and other lan- 
guages. 


I remember my generation of 
boys at school saying, “I couldn’t 
speak a language where you 
have to throw your arms about 
so much.” This is complete non- 
sense because when an English- 
man gets excited in conversation 
he articulates as much with his 
arms and hands as does a 
Frenchman, writes Peter Lyne 
in the Christian Science Moni- 
tor. ‘ 

Americans on the whole are 
almost as bad as Englishman 
about speaking foreign  lan- 
guages. They don’t have to be- 


cause more and more people . 


speak English. This is a pity be- 
cause much is lost, especially in 
travel, by not speaking lan- 
guages. 

What we Anglo-Saxons don't 
seem to realize is that our bad 
French accents may sound as at- 
tractive to French folk as Ma- 
urice Chevalier’s French accent 
sounds to us. ~- Sir Winston 
Churchill has an atrocious 
French accent. But that doesn’t 
prevent him from bursting into 
French at times. When he ad- 
dressed a Paris liberation com- 
mittee in November, 1944, he 
“prenez- 
garde, je parle Francais” (look 
out, am going to speak French).

Such a Strong We 


The webs seen in the country, 
in the garden, outside houses 
and sheds, and in fact every- 
where, are rather bewildering; 
there seem to be so many dif- 
ferent kinds and so many that 
are crude and amateurish. Do 
not think, however, as I know 
some people do, that the spider 
builds well or badly according 
to the mood she is in: each spe- 
cies builds on one fixed pat- 
tern, but the talents of the dif- 
ferent species vary... . 

Having got a vague idea of 
the more usual types of webs 
the time has come to study the 
actual making of one of them. 
We cannot deal with them all, 
so naturally we shall select the 
spider’s supreme art, the orb © 
web of Aranea, surely lineal des- 
cendant of Arachne herself. 

When I first. saw the Aranea 
working I did so more or less 


under compulsion. A friend with | 


one of those shaded watch- 
maker’s lenses said to me, “You 
must see this!” just as I was 
leaving the house. I went up al- 
though conscious of a bus to 
catch. It was an immature spider 
making a web. Spiders are al- 
ways doing this and I wondered 
why he wasted my time. about it; 
just a small “insect” running 
here and there dangling from 
time to time on threads. Then 
he handed me the lens and the

view of selection only. ...- 

What then is the strength of 
the thread made in the spider's 
factory? Experts have gone in- 
to this matter and their verdict 
is that the tensile strength . of 
spider thread is second only to 
that of fused quartz. 

If you watch a web in a gale 
you will find that it is strong. 
A large leaf will be held, though 
it struggles like a live thing in 
the shrieking wind to get away, 
drawing the web right out. A 
split second ought. to see it tear 
a hole and whisk off. But the 
strands hold. Once .in such a 
gale I saw a spider venture out 
and moving with care climb to 
the leaf and cut it out just as 
a sailor in a. hurricane might 
cut away a sail for the safety 
of his ship. — From “The Spi- 
der,” by John Crompton.

You have a fine, strong, healthy 
baby, he'll throw off the slight 
infection that he has without 
needles and such-like.”: 


The doctor was right. In two 
days the child was back to nor- 
mal and the mother only slight- 
ly the worse for wear. 


It did me good to hear that 
story because I am convinced 
that mothers nowadays have be- 
come too dependent on needles 
and miracle medication. Last 
week there were interesting re- 
ports coming from the British 
and Canadian Medical Conven- 
tion being held in London, Eng- 
land, emphasizing the danger of 
antibiotics and so called wonder 
drugs being used too freely. 
Seems to me it is high time the 


‘ public were made aware of this 


danger. It is a “get-well-quick” 
form of treatment that has be- 
come very popular. Why? Be- 
cause adults can usually keep 
on their feet while being treat- 
ed and children don’t have to 
be kept in bed and fussed over. 
Results are fast, reducing time 
and tension to a minimum. But 
are the over-all results desir- 
able ? 


A child’s temperature goes up 
and down very quickly. It is 
frightening to a young mother 
but a high temperature in itself 
is not a cause for alarm. It is 
nature’s way of fighting off in- 
fection, The danger lies in the 
chance of.a chill as the fever 
subsides. That is why it is %o 
necessary fora child to be kept 
quietly in bed, on a light diet 
and away from draughts, By 
the time the temperature has 
dropped, if the child has caught 
‘any contagious disease it will 
show itself in some form of 
rash — a rash that will come 
out more quickly if the child is 
kept warm. 

So often I am amazed at see- 
ing little tots playing around 
the house, and even outside, 
whiney, feverish and so obvi- 
ously out of sorts. They should 
be in bed, getting all the sleep 
they can take, taking plenty of 
fluids and their little hot bodies 
sponged off frequently with 
warm water. The lady doctor I 
have mentioned evidently be- 
lieved in giving nature a chance. 
And I might add she is a young- 
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old as the hills.

Which brings me to another 
thought ~—- just what do we 


mean when we say ‘things, or 
ideas, are antiquated? Taxe 
lawns, for instance.

Penicillin we also think of 
as comparatively new. Actually 
it is only the culture that is 
new. What goes into it is as 
The same ‘s 
true of so many modern drugs. 
Rauwolfia and derivatives cf 
rawolfia are used extensively 
for high blood pressure. But 
long before it was refined for 
medicinal purposes the people 
of India, including Ghandi, were 
chewing the roots of rauwolfia 
to keep themselves in good con- 
dition. I believe I am right in 
saying that high blood pressure 
hardly exists among the natives 
of India. 

Well, we had some rain last 
week that lasted for quite a 
few hours. Not enough by a 
long way but we are thankful 
for small mercies. One farmer 
I know may be wishing it had 
never rained.

How Phoebe Snow 
Was Created 


In the vaudville of our inno- 
cent childhood: there was one 
joke that never failed to get a 
rousing hand, the one about the 
little boy who was asked to name 
the two most famous women in 
history and promptly answered, 
“My ~Mamma’s Mamma and 
Phoebe Snow.” ... 

Phoebe Snow came onto the 
American scene for the first time 
in 1900, when the country was 
just beginning to realize that 
such ‘innovations as the tele- 
phone, electric. light, the solo 
saxophone, and display advertis- 
ing had come to stay... . 

Each new phase of Phoebe’s 
activity was presented in detail, 
with eye-stopping examples of 
the country’s top ‘poster art, 
which certainly had come a long 
way from the woodcuts that por- 
trayed the Lackawanna’s pot- 
stacked engines on the timetables 
of the seventies. Phoebe in the 
beginning had been merely a 
pleasant figure posing on the 
lower step of a railroad car to 
display the whiteness of her 
frock. (The comedian Pete Dai- 
ley was widely quoted for his 
observation that she had not got 
off the step nor changed her cos- 
tume for two months.) But there 
was no kinship between a dress- 
maker's dummy and the glamour 
girl that Phoebe shortly turned 
out t&be.... 

By the end of 1907 Phoebe 
Snow was a personality definite- 
ly established in the American 
imagination. There were continu- 
ous pleassantries about her in 
vaudeville, little articles about 
her in the magazines, and she 
made an occasional appearance 


in the changing cartoons of the 
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day. Her diary, if anybody had 
kept one for her, would be filled 
with somewhat familiar stories, 
some of which may have been 
true. Like many another vivid 
but fictitious character, she had 
a heavy fan mail. ‘The railroad 
and the advertising axency re- 
in her name -gifts of 
Thenksyiving turkeys, samples 
of prize-winning tomato pre- 
serves, plens for charily, free 
horoscopes, and proposals of 
marriage from lonesome home- 
steaders in North Dakota. She 
got several letters from people 
named .Snow who- wondered 
whether or not they might ¢'*im 
relationship. (‘' . .. Let’s see, 
there was Captain Matthias Al-. 
fred Snow who came to Massa- 
chusetts Colony in 1747 in the 
brig ‘Alciades,” and he had a 
daughter called Philomena, 
which might have been a mis- 
spelling of Phoebe... .”) And 
there was the customary run of 
letters from better identified 
crackpots demanding money or 
threatening exposure. ... 

It is true that Phoebe's influ- 
ence on contemporary life, aside 
from railroad travel, may have 
been neither vital nor lasting. 
But at the peak of her popular- 
ity the current equivalent of 
bobby-soxers were aping her 
manners, while their elder sis- 
ters copied her hairdo. In a mod- 
est way she set the style for a 
large portion of the female popu- 
lace. The world was filled with 
Phoebe Snow frocks and Phoebe 
Snow hats and Phoebe Snow 
handbags and shoes and umbrel- 
las and corsets and shirtwaists, 
not to mention lines of Phoebe 
Snow tennis and boating and 
horseback-riding attire and high- 
necked bathing suits that would 
shock the modesty, of nobody on 
the “Road of Anthracité” or off 
it. — From “The Lackawanna 
Story,” by Robert J. Casey and 
W. A. Douglas.

Wings For Flight 


If a kangaroo, say, or a frog, - 


or a flea, or any land-living ani- 
mal, is to lift its body off the 
ground at all and stay in the 
air even for a very short time, 
we know that it has to exert an 
intense muscular effort to do so. 
Then how can a bird rise so 
easily from the ground and stay 
in the air in flight for hours at 
a time? 

Flight depends on wings. A 
wing, we might say, is a limb 
whose movement through the air 
produces forces that can counter- 
act the downward pull of grav- 
ity, and can also drive the body 
forwards through the air. It has 
long been known that wings can 
do these things, and from time 
to time adventurous people have 
tried to design mechanical wings 
capable of lifting a man and car- 
rying him along through the 
YE cea cane 

Men tried for a long time, 
by watching the birds, to learn 
how a man~could fly; to-day, 
quite the opposite, we are try- 
ing to understand the flight of 
birds by applying principles 
which have emerged during the 
design of aeroplanes. The move- 
ments of a bird's or an insect's 
wings are extremely complicat- 
ed, d it is easier to feel our 
way into the very difficult prob- 
lem: of animal flight by drawing 
a distinction between two kinds 
of flight — active flapping 
flight; and passive gliding flight. 

We can start our inquiry, then, 
by comparing the motion of a 
soaring eagle with that of a 
“slider” aeroplane; in both, the 
wings are used as fixed and rigid 
surfaces, and neither glider nor 
eagle uses an internal engine or 
source of power. 

From the very start of our 
study we must realize that aH 
flight — whether active or glid- 
ing — depends on forces set up 
between the wing and the sur- 
rounding air. In &@ vacuum, an 
aeroplane or a bird would fall to 
the ground just as rapidly as a 
stone. We must also understand 
that the air only exerts a force 
against the wing when there Is 
movement between ‘them -—- 
either by the wing moving 
through the air or by the air 
moving past the wing. ~ From

Last spring, if you 
remember, Jean Tweed was tele- 
vising a series of talks on farm 
life, most of them good. But the 
last pitcure showed her 13-year 
old son driving a tractor. Now 
if this had been shown as one 
thing that shouldn't be allow- 


ed on.a farm that would have 
been fine. But no, it was given 
as one of the attractions of farm 
life for growing boys. What an 
example — on what was sup- 
posed ‘to be a sort of educational 
programme. 

Well, to see our garden this 
year is to laugh. Such a conglom- 
eration. The only plants that 
have really made progress are 
those that seeded themselves, So 
we have citron among the to- 
matoes, cucumbers at the edge 
of the compost heap, cosmos 
among the beans and burning 
bush coming through the slats 
of the board-walk. Most prom- 
inent of all are the sunflowers 
—self-sown variety five feet tall, 
seed that I set out myself 12 to 
18 inches high, with poor, miser- 
able blooms. Like children who 
survive neglect, they are the sur- 
vival of the fittest. You will no- 
tice I said — “who «survive” 
With children and plants .there 
are many who don’t. We can’t 
depend on nature’s law for sur- 
vival. If we could only recognize 
the middle of the road it might 
help. I remember hearing of one 
spoilt child of whom the doctor 
said — “Probably all he needs is 
a little healthy neglect!” 


Tollways 


Increasing attractiveness of the 
Illinois tollways to motorists 
is evident as the toll highway 
commission moves rapidly to get 
any remaining bugs out of the 
system.

To the men who drill ‘oil 
wells — and even more drama- 


tically, to the men who fight 


oil-well fires — a blazing well 
on dry land is enough of a 
nightmare. To these men, a fire

dred times. Thirty-five miles 
out from the western coast of 
the Persian Gulf, in 120-degree 


femperature, a raging offshore

They all were 
airborne a few hours later. 

Bumping vacationers off 
planes and chartering a KLM 
Super Constellation from Am- 
sterdam to Kuwait (cost $20.- 
000) the fire fighters arrived. 
They found the crew of the 
Thornton scarred with burns 
end covered with salt-water 
blisters. Every man had been 
yorking twelve hours, sleeping 

uf. 

Adair plotted his strategy. 

The situation he faced was 
this:

The first 
time down, they were dragged 
back up. But back they went, 
with gas masks. They threaded 
on a new wellhead, pumped 500 
sacks of barite mud down into, 
the pipe, screwed on a lid.
